The restoration movement of 
the 


Disciples of Christ came 
as a re- 


action aga list the sectarian spirit of 
the early part of the nineteenth cen- 
utry. When Thomas Campbell of the 
Seceder branch of the 
Presbyterian 


church, came to America in 1807 he 
found 
considerable 
party 
strife 


among the early settlers. Being 
a 


man of broad sympathies he 
was 


deeply moved by this condition. 


On one occasion when he was sent 


above Pittsburg to hold a commun-on 
service among 
a few 
scattered 


members of his church he found 
a 


number 
of Christians 
of 
other 


tranches of the Presbyterian family, 
who rare';, had the opportunity 
of 


enjoying communion in their own de- 
nomination because of the scare ty of 
churches. 


During his preparation sermon he 


spoke of the evils of division 
and 


invited all pious and 
prepared per- 


sons who so desired to partic pate in 
the communion services, to do so, re- 
gardless o: ecclesiastical 
differences 


This art was sufficient, 
at ' that 


time, to 1 ring down upon him the 
wrath of tlic Presbytery. 
He 
was 


tried and censure-d 
for 
departing 


from the "Seeess'on 
Testimony." 


He continued his labors among the 
Seeederd 1 ut found that the opposi- 
tion on th*1 part of h s brother min- 
isters wa-s so strong that lie with- 
drew from the Presbytery. 


This ha<. but little 
effect 
upon 


his ministerial work as people of all 
churches attended h s meetings 
at- 


tracted by his teaching on Christian 
union and Christian liberty. 


His son Alexander Campbell came 


to America In 1809. 
Ho, too, had 


come in contact with a sim lar move- 
ment under the Haldancs in Scotland 
during lib attendance at the Univer- 
sity of Gmspow and was greatly in- 
terested ii. it. "When he arrived 
in 


this count'y, hp at once gavo 
h s 


father full support in his 
work of 


Christian Union and soon became an 
aggressive leader in Ihe movement. 


In the Kime year the Christian as- 


sociation was formed, before 
which 


Thomas Campbell delivered h s "Dec- 
laration and address," 
the Magna 


Charta of Christian liberty. This as- 
sociation did not consider 
itself 
a 


church, but simply a body 
of Chris- 


tian people banded together to 
ad 


vance the cause of Chr btian Union 
among all the churches. They adop- 
ted the bil le and the bible alone as 
, the only lulp of faith and practice as 


- expressed in the 
following 
rule, 


"Where the scriptures 
speak, 
we 


speak; where the scriptures are bil- 
ent we are silpnt." 


"It was proposed to establish 
no 


now sr-ct, but to persuade Christians 
to abandon party names and cieeds, 
sectarian usages and denom'national 
strifes—which at that time were 
so 


bitter—and to associate in 
Christian 


iellowship, in common faith in 
a 


div ne "Lord with no other terms of 
communion than faith in and 
obed-- 


ience to ike Lord Jesus Christ." 


"Free investigation of the 
scrip- 


tures led most of the members of 
the association" to the 
conclusion

Church Government 


The church like 
the 
Apostolic 


church is congregational in govern- 
ment, each church having its own eld 
er or elders for spiritual instruction 
and deacons to take charge of the fln 
ancial affairs of the church There are 
District, State and 
National con- 


ventions but these meet for m'ssion- 
ary purposes-and have no power 
to 


legislate ror the churches.

The posse made a hard rid* that day, 


and by night they came to tb« cabin of 
a man named Down* our the mouth of 
the Musselsliell. Downs kept a sort of 
trading post and was Biigpet'ted of be- 
ing in league with the thieved. It was 
early daylight when the posse sur- 
rounded the cabin, and when Downs 
came out it was "ilatjids up!" A search 
of the corral and vicinity discovered 
twenty-two "D. H. S." horses, and 
Downs was asked to explain. He saw 
that he was up against it and gave a 
full list of all the men connected with 
the rustling business and indicated 
where they had their rendezvous. The 
Missouri runs swift and deep where 
the waters of the Musselshell enter it, 
and the banks are high and steep. A 
rope was placed about the ne<-k of 
Downs, and a convenient tree was look- 
ed for. Some ojie spied a large grind- 
stone which stood alongside of the 
cabin. 


"Tie it to his neck and drop him in 


the river," was the sujrtjestion, and it 
\Viis carried out literally. Today the 
big round grindstone, vvilh the hole in 
the center, lies in the bottom of tbe 
Missouri near tho mouth of the Mussel- 
shell, and if tune and water have not 
proved too much lor the hempen rope 
the nock bom--; nt least of Jim Downs 
are ihe grindstone's companion. 


Armed with the information derhfl 


from l»o>vns. the posse rode south to 
the mouth of Lodge Pole creek, where 
seveni! rustlers were located, and in 
the early morning light three of them 
were captured and strung up on the 
same cotton wood trees winch surround- 
ed the en bin where they bad lived.

"Flopping HillV posse came upon the 
camp early one morning and was dis- 
covered by the horse herder, whom 
they promptly s-hot. They charged upon 
the camp. There, was a blockhouse, with 
a stable attached, belonging to the rus 
tlois, but most of them were asleep in 
tents, and when the shooting began one 
of them was shot while trotting to the 
blockhouse. Once there, they delicd the 
posse, and it was only by strategy tli.n 
they Mere dislodged. While the posse 
kept a hail of bullets again.st the hou^e 
one of the cowboys sneaked up through 
the grass and set lire to the stable, and 
it in turn tired the blockhouse. Just
